Some of our exchanges arc defending 


the Administration from the charge of 
extravagance in disposing of the surplus 
loft in the National Treasury •when 
Cleveland left the White House. They 
say the large sums formerly locked in 
tlte treasury are 
now in circulation 


among the people. 


While it is true that the one hundred 


millions surplus, which was in tho treas- 
ury two and a half years ago, has been 
distributed among favored ones, not 
among the people generally, it should bo 
borne in mind that those millions were 
collected from the people by excessive 
taxation. 
Everybody was taxed more 


than necessary for the economical ad- 
ministration of the government and Ihe 
result was a surplus in tho treasury. 
That surplus is now dissipated, but it 
went from the treasury into the hands of 
the few, not the many from whom it was 
collected. 
It is the policy that levies 


higher taxes than is necessary for the 
support of the government, thereby en- 
couraging extravagance in expenditures, 
that is objectionable. 
The National 


Government like State and County Gov- 
ernments, is maintained by taxation. In 
each case the people must pay tho ex- 
penses of the government. If it is found 
io a county government that two dollars 
taxes on each $100 valuation is sufficient 
to carry on the government the people 
will not quietly snbmit to being taxed at 
n higher rate. During Cleveland's Ad- 
ministration it was ascertained that the 
rate of National taxation was higher 
than necessary. 
It produced about one 


hundred millions more than was re- 
quired to carry on the Government and 
that amount accumulated in the treasury 
and became known as "the surplus." 
Instead of reducing taxation and leaving 
the money in the hands of the people the 
present Administration increased taxa- 
tion and mado correspondingly large ap- 
propriations. Had a Board of County 
Commissioners adopted such a policy, 
antl increased the ratp of taxation beyond 
the actual wants of the county, and then 
made extravagant appropiiations for the 
benoBt of favoiltes the people, except 
tho few who were benefited, would pro- 
test against the proceeding as outrage- 
ous. People, however, are so warped by 
party prejudices, that very many of those 
who would roundly denounce excessive

In 
that way they will be more convenient 
for popular use. 


Of course lots of halves are used, and 


will continue to be used. Their coinage 
svill be kept up, and nobody will have 
TOY more difficulty in getting them than 
usual. But the proportion of other coins 
will be increased because the people like 
them better. 


The New York subtreasury has its 


Bharo of halves on hand, and the other 
day it tried to work off some of them. 
It was a day when pension checks were 
being paid, and nearly every one was 
cashed partly in halves. 
Before the 


close of the day a good many of the 
halves were back in the subtreasvry. 
And they are there yet.—New York

Nominations and entries to all stakes must b>> 
made to the Secretary on or beiore the 22d day of 
August, 1891. Entries for the purses must be made 
two days preceding the race, at the regular time 
for closing entrie* as designated by the rules. 
Those who have nominated in etakes must name to 
the Secretary in writing which they will start the 
day before tbe race, at 6 p. H. Horses entered la 
purses on only be drawn by consent of the Judges. 


Entries to all trotting and pacing races will close 


September 6th, with the Secretary. 


Five or more to enter and three or more to start 


in all trotting races. 


National Trotting Association Rules to govern 


trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood Hone Associa- 
tion Rules to govern running races. 


All trottmn and pacing races are tho best three 
in five, unless otherwise specified; five to enter and 
three to start, Bnt the Bond reserves the right to 
hold a lass number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the purse. 
Purse to be divided pro rata, Entrance fee, 10 per 
cent, on purse4 to accompany nomination. 


National Association Rules to govern trotting; 
but the Board reserves tbe right to trot boats of 
any two classes alternately. If necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to trot a special race between 
heats. A horse making a walk-over shall be entl- 
tied only to tbe entrance money paid in. When 
less than the required number of starters appear, 
tbey may contest for the entrance money, to be di- 
vided as follows; COS to the first and 83"i; to the 
second. 


In divided pnraes no horse shall receive more 


than one money. 


In all the foregoing stakes the declarations are 


void unless accompanied by the money. 


Please observe that in the above atakes, declara- 


tions are permitted for a small forfeit. 


In all running races entries not declared out by 
6 P.M of toe day preceding the race nhall be re- 
quired to start 


When there Is more than one entry by one per- 
son, or in one interest, tbe particular borse tbey 
are to (tart must be named by 6 P.M. of tbe day 
preceding tbe race. No added money paid for a 
walk-over. 


Bacing colors to be named in entries. 


In trotting races drivers will be required to we«r 
caps of distinct colors which must bs ntmed in 
their entries.

o'clock p. ii.
